It’s fashionable these days to send a governor to Russia 
even though he may not be entirely familiar with condi­ 
tions in his own state. 
The 4th of July weekend traffic death toll in Missouri 
continues to rise as late deaths from accidents that happen­ 
ed in the period are recorded. 
The State Highway Patrol had recorded 12 traffic fa­ 
talities by midnight Sunday. Four additional deaths have 
been added to the growing list this week, raising the toll 
to 16 for the weekend. There were 22 traffic deaths in Mis­ 
souri last year when a 3 day 4th of July holiday weekend 
was observed. 
A commendable job in driving, by Missouri motorists, 
helped hold the fatality rate in check from 6 p.m. Friday, 
when the official holidy driving period started until I p.m. 
Sunday, but tragedy struck after that time. Only I traffic 
deaths in Missouri had been recorded by Sunday afternoon 
for the holiday period. Two multiple death accident* killing 
9 people, one at 4 p.m., Sunday and the other at 9 p.m., 
quickly sent the death toll soaring. 
One of the accidents, killing 5 people was caused by 
a driver attempting to pass on the crest of a hill and crash­ 
ing head-on into an approaching car. The other was the 
tragic result of a drinking driver losing control of his ve­ 
hicle and hitting a bridge abutment killing himself and 3 
passenger* in the car. 
The death toll for the holiday period included 6 drivers, 
8 passenger* and 2 pedestrians. The 2 pedestrians were 
children, 4 and 5 years old. killed on city streets. 
The traffic slaughter in Missouri didn’t stop after the 
holiday weekend. No deaths were recorded Monday, but 5 
people were killed Tuesday, July 7. By midnight Thursday 
the death toll for the month had risen to 28 fatalities. 
Col. Hugh IL Waggoner, the Highway Patrol Super­ 
intendent said today, "It seems we are racing toward the 
tragic record of last July when 102 people were killed in 
Missouri traffic accidents. An automobile becomes a death 
trap when the speeding, reckless or drinking driver takes 
the wheel."
